SALVAGE DRIVE 
TO BE STARTED 


Government To Conduct 


Plan To Collect Many 


Waste Articles 


OTTAWA, Feb. 5.— (CP)—In- 
auguration of a nation-wide sal- 
vage campaign was announced 
today by Hon. J. G, Gardiner, 
minister of national war services. 
The object will be to collect and 

save such waste articles and ma- 
terials as may be sold at a profit 
or used in current war production. 

The campaign will be under the 

direction of Mr. Justice T. C, Davis, 
associate deputy minister of na- 
tional war services, who has written 
all members of the House of 
Commons asking them to organize 
the movemen. in their constitu- 
encies. 


Judge Davis’ letter suggested the | e 
members enlist the co-operation of | av a eman hg e 


municipal councils and have them} 
call into conference representatives | 


of local war and other service or- 
ganizations from whom a _ local 
voluntary salvage organization 
might be set ap. 

In order to make the campaign 
a success, Mr. Gardiner’s an- 
nouncement said, all material sal- 
vaged must be donated and 
should be handled and sold 
through commercial salvage or- 
ganizations. The proceeds of the 
sale should be used for some war 
Purpose under the direction of 
the local salvage organizations. 

The feasibility of salvaging vari- 
ous orticles nad materials depends 
on local conditions, freight rates, 
nearness to markets and other cir- 
cumstances, the announcement said.

In his letter to members Mr. Jus- 
tice Davis listed the following arti- 
cles as those which could be saved

Appointed By Himself 
VICHY, France, Feb. 5.—(AP)—The council of minis- 
ters met for two. hours this afternoon to consider Pierre 
Laval’s terms for return to prominince in the government.

VICHY, Feb. 5.—(BUP)—Pierre Laval has demanded 
that he be named premier of a cabinet of his own choosing 
and be made responsible solely to a national assembly whose 
members he would name, it was reported today. 
Marshal Philippe Petain sum- +; 


moned the cabinet to meet this 


afternoon to discuss the terms, 
which are the price offered by 
Laval, presumably with the ap- 
proval of Otto Abetz, German dip- 
lomatic envoy at Paris, for a re- 


Germany, 

Petain also ordered the six under- 
secretaries in his cabinet to attend 
the meeting. This was taken as an 
indication that, if he decided to re- 
organize the cabinet at once, the 
entire cabinet might resign. 

Petain may explain the political 
situation to the nation in a radio 
speech, 

It was not known whether A 
miral Francois Darlan, Petain’s 
right hand man who brought Laval's 
terms from Paris yesterday, had 
any alternative proposals from La- 
val in event that the full demand 
was rejected. 

It was understood that Laval 
sought especially control of foreign 
affairs, propaganda and _ interior 
affairs, and that Petain, advised of 
this, had said the demand was im- 
possible, 

A break in negotiations appar- 
ently was threatened last night 
bui a government spokesman in- 
sisted today that progress was 

being made and a solution should 
be found within a few days.
